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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on July 3, 2005, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 1-25 has been entered. 
Claims 26-32 are pending in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 26-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fujii et al. (JP 
08-288069 A). 

Regarding claim 26, Fujii discloses an organic electroluminescent device (Fig. 1) 
comprising an anode (2) formed of a positive charge carrier injecting material, a cathode (6) 
formed of a negative charge carrier injecting material, a light emissive layer (5) located between 
the anode and cathode, and an unpatterned dielectric layer (4) located between the light 
emissive layer and the anode. 

Regarding claim 27, Fujii discloses an organic electroluminescent device wherein the 
thickness of the dielectric layer is between 10 and 500A (Paragraph [0017]). 

Regarding claim 28, Fujii discloses an organic electroluminescent device (Fig. 1) 
comprising an anode (2) formed of a positive charge carrier injecting material, a cathode (6) 
formed of a negative charge carrier injecting material, a light emissive layer (5) located between 
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the anode and cathode, and an layer (4) of amorphous silicon located between the light 
emissive layer and the anode (Paragraph [001 1]). 

Regarding claim 29, Fujii discloses an organic electroluminescent device wherein the 
thickness of the amorphous silicon layer is between 10 and 500A (Paragraph [0027]). 

Regarding claim 30, Fujii discloses an organic electroluminescent device (Fig. 1) 
comprising an anode (2) formed of a positive charge carrier injecting material, a cathode (6) 
formed of a negative charge carrier injecting material, a light emissive layer (5) located between 
the anode and cathode, and located between the light emissive layer and the anode, a layer (4) 
consisting essentially of conductive oxide selected from the group consisting of tin oxide, zinc 
oxide, vanadium oxide, molybdenum oxide and nickel oxide (Paragraph [0011]). 

Regarding claim 31, Fujii discloses an organic electroluminescent device wherein the 
thickness of the conductive oxide layer is between 10 and 500A (Paragraph [0027]). 

Regarding claim 32, Fujii discloses an organic electroluminescent device comprising an 
anode (2) formed of a positive charge carrier injecting material, a cathode (6) formed of a 
negative charge carrier injecting material, a light emissive layer (5) located between the anode 
and cathode, and a dielectric layer (4) located between the light emissive layer and the anode, 
wherein, in use, charge carriers are injected from the anode into the light emissive layer via the 
dielectric layer.
